Curriculum Report No. 13, Part II 


Specialization and Major in Graphic Design 


Dean Gross explained that the Faculty Curriculum Committee proposal 
for a Specialization and Major in Graphic Design was basically the 
same as the programme offered at the Université du Québec da Montréal 
in so far as the structure and distribution of time. 


A discussion took place around the content of some of the course 
descriptions and it was noted that some editorial changes were needed. 
Dean Gross suggested that the proposal go back to Faculty Curriculum 
Committee for revision, however, Dean Pinsky suggested that Council] 

be asked to approve the programmes with the understanding that all 

the suggested modifications would be made.

"that Council approve the Major and Specialization programmes in 
Grapnic Design as contained in Report No. 13, Part II with the 
understanding that there is a revision to the title and course 
description for C410 to be made and reported back to Council in May."

Assoc. Prof. J. Locke asked if this was to be in addition to the 
Faculty Council minutes. 


Asst. Dean Gross noted that the minutes of Council meetings indicated 
two things; that Council discussions needed to focus on a particular 
question and that Council was not bringing its discussions to a 
conclusion. He explained that all Council discussion should take 
place around a formal motion so that resolutions could be referred 
back to a particular committee. 


The motion was called and PASSED

Study Week 


After considerable discussion around the proposed Study Week in 
mide-February, the following motion was tabled; © 


*Motion: (Gross, Molinari) 


"that the University adopt a calendar wnich would provide a mide-term 

break in the latter part of February and that during this week classes 

would be cancelled, that the services of the University would be 

reduced but not terminated, and that such student activities as the 

Winter Carnival be scheduled during this period. In addition, that 

this week not diminish the 26-week period of studies presently established."

University Logo 


Regarding the petition by Fine Arts protesting the new University 
logo, the Chairman explained what he knew to be the history behind 
the appearance of the present logo. The University has spent some 
money to investigate the public's image of Concordia. From this 
study the University felt that the image should be a traditional 
one, hence the use of the Bishop Court insignia. 


Assoc. Prof. Kelly noted that one of the unfortunate results of this 
has been that when this logo is reproduced, for instance in 
newspaper advertising, it becomes practically invisible. She also 
wanted to know whether anyone within the University community had 
been polled regarding its image. — 


Mrs. Rosemary Miller was concerned over the fact that the Faculty 
of Fine Arts had been completely ignored and was not consulted about 
this matter. 


Dean Pinsky explained that the University was not in the habit of 
consulting with its own people. For example, when there is an 
engineering problem or a commerce problem, neither the engineers nor 
the commerce people are consulted. 


Assoc. Prof. J. Locke suggested that Fine Arts should argue that 
the Faculty of Fine Arts is different and that we would like to be 
included in any aesthetic decisions made by the University. He 
suggested that to overcome this problem Fine Arts should design its 
own letterhead. 


The Chairman explained that as part of the drive to economize everyone 
must now use the same letterhead, however, Faculties could have an 
extra line noting the name of their Faculty. 


Assoc. Prof. J. Locke suggested that a better idea would be to buy a 
large red stamp’ for all Fine Arts letterhead which would say 
"The Faculty of Fine Arts Disapproves of this Design”. 


Regarding Fine Arts and aesthetic decisions, the Chairman noted 
that Barry Wainwright has suggested that we form a committee now to 
decide how best to use the walls in the new Fine Arts Building so 
that students and faculty may exhibit their work or how best to 
decorate them. 


Prof. Molinari suggested that perhaps a scholarship for Decorative 
Arts should be set up by the Faculty to be used for the cost of 
materials to help decorate the University environment i.e. murals.

The Dean noted that a great deal more could be done by Fine 
Arts at the grass roots level to indicate Fine Arts involvment 
in the University community. For instance, The Georgian and 
other University publications should be filled with Fine Arts 
submissions in design, photography, etc.
